Backs 
Schoo! 
Bonds

Next Thursday, Oct. 9, the Menlo 
Park School District is voting upon 
a $585,000 bond issue to provide ad- 
ditional classrooms and furnishings. 
and a site for a school in Stanford 
Village. ‘ 

More specifically, there would be 
six classrooms and a music room 
added at Encinal, seven classrooms 
at Hillview and ten at Oak Knoll. 
Ultimately there must be a schoo’ 
in the Stanford Village area, and it 
appears wise to provide funds for 
the purchase now. 

The Subcommittee an. Facilities 
of the School Study Committee, a 
group of representative citizens of 
our community appointed to study 
elementary school problems, has 
made a careful analysis of the 

building needs of the school dis- 
trict. 

It has projected schoo! enro!l- 
ment on a realistic basis and finds 
the proposed construction will cov- 
er our needs through 1955 and 
possibly longer. Enrollment in- 
creased from 682 in 1948 to 1589 
last year. Current year enrollment 
is placed at 1913, next year is es- 
timated at 22068, 1954 at 2491, and 
1955 at 2719. : 

It is an old stcry now that the 
long decline in the birth rate in this 
nation terminated in the middle 
1930’s, and that the gradual up- 
swing in the rate gave way to a real 
boom in births in the early 1940’s, 
which boom is only now beginning 
to level out. 

Our present eighth graders were 
born in 1939 when the rate was still 
low. Our kindergarteners were born 
in 1948; when baby production was 
high. The result is that last year’s 
kindergarten enroliment was almost 
three times the graduating eighth 
grade. The rate of increase is now 
decreasing, however, and it is ex- 
pected that in 1955 the kindergart- 
ens will. be only one-and-one-half 
times the eighth grade. 

Menlo Park’s school enrollment 
has increased also from the numer- 
sus new families moving into our 
community. Undeveloped homesites 
in the Menlo Park School District 
are now’ relatively scarce, and future 
growth from this source will neces- 
Sarily decrease. In short, it appears 
that the present bond issue will see 
us “cver the hump,” and rates of 
enroliment increase after 1955 will 
be much less than those we have 
been experiencing. 

I wonder if our taxpayers real- 
ize what a conservative fiscal pol- 
icy the Menlo Park School Board 
has followed. The rate this year 
for operation is-$1.30. Ravenswood 
im contrast is $2.52, and Las Lom- 
itas $1.90. After giving effect to 
this year’s 50°per cent increase in 
basis of assessed valuation, Menlo 
Park’s school taxes were up over 
last year only 16 per cent com- 
pered with 48 per cent for Ravens- 
wood School District and 189 per 
cent for Las Lomitas. 

Let’s show our confidence in the 
conservative: policies of our school 
board by voting overwhelmingly in 
favor of this necessary bond issue-on 
Oct. 9!

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The City’s Official 
Boards Hold 
Lots of Meetings 


It takes a lot of public meetings to 
run a city like Menlo Park, City 
Manager C. L. Longson decided re- 
cently, after compiling a roster of 
the city bcards and commissions, 
and summarizing their meeting 
dates, 

In all, there are seven official city 
boards. and commissions, including 
the city council, which have regular 
meeting dates for the conduct of of- 
ficial business. These groups hold a 
total of eight official meetings a 
month and many also hold informal 
sessions. 

The roster became necessary, 
Longson said, because of the grow- 
ing number of groups and meetings, 
and the complicated way in which 
some Have set their meeting dates. 
For instance, the personnel board 
meets on “the first Friday following 
the second Tuesday pf each month.” 

Other city boards and commis- 
sions have meeting dates as follows: 

City Council: Meets every second 
and fourth Tuesday, with informal 
study meetings on alternate Tues- 
days. Exceptions during the next

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The Other Menlo Parks: 


(Fourth of a series of articles.) 

Menlo, Iowa, with its population 
of 400 persons, follows the pattern 
of most of the other Menlos in the 
United States: It is an agricultural 
community. 

Existence is apparently relatively 
placid there and, according to one 
pf the oldest surviving residents, 
ij very satisfactory. 

Mrs. Lida Cox Fitz, who has made 
her home in the community since 
1883, proudly tells about her town: 

“I feel very unqualified to as- 
sume the task of telling you about 
this town of ours, which has 
claimed our devotion and loyalty 
all these years, but will make an 
attempt to shew why we have 
adopted the slogan we use: ‘Men- 
lo, the best town of its size in the 
best state in the union.’ 

“I expect others to take exception 
to the above, but to us ‘Menloites’ 
who are loyal, it is true. As I look 
back over the years, I find that we 
have reason to be proud of it.” 

Apparently, the tcwn was settled 
relatively early. Mrs. Fitz explains: 

“Many years ago, a stranger came 
to my door seeking ‘information. as

“How be it, Menlo Park is.” 

In more “booming times, when 
a larger percentage of the United 
States’ population was still “on 
the farnrf’ the population of the 
Iowa Menlo was larger than it is 
today. But with the mechaniza- 
tion of farming and with the 
greater attraction of larger cities, 
the picture changes. Mrs. Fitz 
writes: 

“We have shrunk‘ in numbers now 
but what we have lost is primarily 
due to lack of factories:and ‘ways to 
hold the young people. 

“About the time I moved here and 
in near succeeding years, we had 
two churches... 

“Our ‘Old Red Brick’ as we af- 
fectionately called our grade and 
high school building, was a three- 
story building; however, the third 
story was never completed but was 
used as a rec room.” 

Mrs. Fitz’s description of Menlo, 
as it was and as it is now, calls to 
mind the images recorded in Booth 
Tarkington’s sympathetic, friendly 
word-pictures of the midwestern 
scene: 


‘BOOMING BUSINESSES’ 

“We had three grain elevators, 
two flower mills, a general store and 
a creamery that did a very large 
business ... Then we had, almost 
since my earliest recollection, a 
newspaper that from time to time 
changed editors; all~ fine capable 


“There were a post office, two 
drug stores. a blacksmith shop, 
four stores of general merchand- 
ice, harness shop, delivery barn, a 
hall that was the community rec 
center, a hotel, a furniture and 
implement store and three lumber 
yards, all of which did a thriving 
business. 


most Of ‘these buildings; they were 
replaced by stone or brick buildings. 

“Our board walks have been re- 
placed by cement or brick, many 
beautiful modern homes have been 
built, replacing the older frame 
buildings that lacked so many of the 
mpdern conveniences. . . 


NEW SCHOOL 

“Our old brick school house has 
been replaced by a fine consolidated 
school, wonderfully equipped and 
accredited. Its playground equip- 
ment surpasses, we feel, that of 
many towns larger than ours. 

“Our churches, schools and places 
of business, the comfortable homes 
with their beautiful shaded lawns, 
our telephone system, the paved 
highway that runs through the 
south edge of town and the railroad 
all go to help make up what is our 
town. 

“It is to our regret that the fac- 
tories or mills have shut dewn, so 
thre is so little to hold our young 
people who are entering profes- 
sional life. However, we are by no 
means a ‘ghost town.’ Menlo, lying 
as it does in southern Guthrie

“I wish I could give you a more 
accurate picture,” she writes, “but 
I am cnly a novice at this kind of 
work ... but try to think of us as 
being proud of our Menlo, ‘The best 
town of its'size in the best state in 
the union... .”

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Atherton Council 
Eyes Amendment 
To Zoning Rules 


At their Oct. 27 meeting, the Ath- 
erton Town Council will hold the 
first public hearing on a zoning or- 
dinance amendment, recommended 
by the planning commission and in- 
treduced at Monday night’s council 
session. 

The amendment as presented was 


worded in the following “general 
terms”: 
“A revision of Section 7-3 author- 


izing the City Council under pro- 
ceedings governing variances .to in- 
clude all or any portion of an ac- 
cess area as a portion of a lot in de- 
termining the minimum require- 
ments governing said lot.” 
According to Atherton City At- 
torney Winston Churchill Black, 
the present ordinance requires a lot 
minimum width of 175 feet and a 
minimum depth of 200 feet, to total 


one acre. Variances of not more 
than 10 per cent, according to the 
law, may be granted by the city 
council. 


A frontage area of property, al- 
lowing access to the residence may 
under the present law be not less 
than 20 feet across, widening into 
the 175 foot limit. However, the ac- 
cess area under 175 feet cannot now 
be counted in with the tctal one 
acre. 

The amendment would allow the 
planning commission to recommend, 
and the city council to grant vari- 
ances whereby all or a portion of 
access area could be averaged into 
the one-acre lot minimum. 

The council’s November, meeting 
should decide action on the revi- 
sion, after which a period of two or 
more months would elapse until the 
amendment becomes effective.
